When I adviſe you to oppole theſe great 
men, it is in caſes onely, wherein they are to 
do ſomething thar ix unjuft, or againſt the 
Publike good, or Religion, or that is prejudi 
cial to'the Government of the Army, or the 
Treaſures of the Kingdom : In which occe 
fions, you muſt ſo comport your ſelf with 


Prudence and Modeſty, that all others tha 


- areconcerned , and all honeſt men may per- 
ceive, that what you do, proceeds not out 
.of any private emnity,, but onely . from yout 
zeal ro the Publike good. |If you demand an 
example toimitate, behold Cardinal Xime- 
nes, choſen by Iſabella, Queen of Caſtile, on 
purpole to tug with thoſe Grandees , .that 
were not fo fubjedt to the Kings pleaſure, 
as they are now ;| .Of a Franciſcan Frier, he 


was 
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was firſt made the Queens Confer, after- 
wards by the advice.of Cardinal Mendoza , 
archbiſhop of Toſedo, and Inquifitor »Gene- 
ral of Spainz which Offices he bore with 
great authority, being there during the. 
whole Reign of Iſabella, and Ferdinand, and 
was even to the time of Charls the Fitfr, 
the ſole Arbiter and Moderator of all Aﬀairs;. 
ever contending with the great ones, bur-ſo 
diſcreetly, That he always held both the 
Prince ahd people fait unto-him, 

It is reported that he was poyſoned, and 
he hin:ſ{elf ſuſpe&ted it , bur the fact could 
F never be proved. Wherefore it is better 
attribute ſo /ate « death as his (for he was 
rery old ) to age and nature 3 and not with- 
out reaſon , fince he promenes his fortune 
and quthority (both which he owed 'prin- 
cipally to his own induſtry) entire unto his 
ed. Chico Simoneta had not ſo.good ſuc» 

o&fs, who whilſt Francis Sfortia ruled in 
Milan, was called to the helm. of buſineſs, 
and afterwards choſen by yong Ga/eacius 
Mother, by reaſon of his known fidelity, 
and experience in Publike Afﬀairs,. to con- 
tend with his Maffers Brethren. He topre- 
krve the Dukedom for Galeacins, baniſhed 
Galeacius Brothers, and Robert de St. Seve- 
ris out of Milan, with how much envy 

may imagine: Yet ſee how wickedly 
was afterwards deſerted,for the Widow, 

OO Galeacius 
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with her dd.erſaries, facrificed Simoneta tg 
their few friendſhip; by whom being caf 
into-priſon, and rhere flayed alive, he died 
miſerably. __ hence how warily we 
muſt truſt Princes, of whoſe fteadineſs we 
arenort aſfured ; for ofren upon a light 6e- 
caſion, they are wont to proſtitute their 
Servants to the will of their Enemzes.

There are other Princes more jealous of 
their Majeſty, and ſparing in their Power 3 
who though they meruſt one of two with: 
their Afgirs, do ſeldom or neyer admit

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thoſe men to their Preſence or Converſation, 
but when they are to treat. of weighty buj- 
neſs 3 and donot leave. the diſpoſal of place 
to them, for fear that by the multitude of 
Creatures and Defendants, their power ſhould 
ſwell to that height, thar it cannot be abated, 
' if they tranſgreſs. Wary Princes are wont 
to keep their Miniſters in aw, and make 
them believe, That they can in.a moment 
caſt them 'from all their Authority, and di- 
veſt them of all thatpower, that with the 
ſervices and labors of ' many years, they have 
been acquiring cowards ſach perſons as theſe; 
whoſe power is thus circumſcribed , you 
will have a hard tak, how to demean your 
ſelf. Their friendſþip can avail you little, 
nay perhaps if the Prince obſerve it, it will 
do you hurt. Again, if they ſtand in your light, 
you will hardly 6ome to the management of 
Afairs, and yet you muſt of neceflity run 
the hazard of claſhing oftentimes with them, 
Wherefore, . a moſt circumſpet gentleneſs of 
Natuie will here be needful, for you muſt 
render them all the duties of reſpe#, and as 
occaſion preſents -it ſelf ( yet warily ) ex- 
preſs the inward devotion of your minde un- 
ro them: Butin the mean while, without 
openly ſeeking to, Or re/ying upon the Patron- 
age of any other, you day your ſelf, work

without prejudice to integrity, retain his 


friendſhip with a man of another party; to 
the end, Thar he may both have a retreat jn 
the change of Fortune, and that if their anj- 
moſities ſhould begin to aſwage, he may be a 
fit- intrument of reconciliation between the 
fa#ions : Which is the ſafeſt and moft com- 
mendable way amongſt rhe ſtrifes and diſ- 
cords of great men; and the means of gain- 
ing at lat the favor of both the contending 
parties.

that offends, never forgives. It is a cufton 
amongſt mindes, puft 'up with a profperoy 
Fortune, tO hate thoſe themſelves have wr 
ed. The injuries that rheſe kinde of -men dv 
us, are beſt remedied in'our feeminip not ty 
underſtand them : Bur if it chance, that the 
grearneſs of rhe wrong, do wreſt'out of us 
ſome teſtimony of, our ſenſe of che injury 
received, we muſt quickly after our grief 
_ over, ſeem to haye loft the memory of all 


otherwiſe, if they fee us ſtill imputienth ſuffer 


it, fearing our revenge, they will ſeek to 
prevent us with a greater mifchief. KY 
Cheifly we matt beware of -thrents, if rhat 
we not ready, and ure to execute them 3 for 
threats do both warn our adverſary to be 
ware, and provoke his hatred to double our 'mn- 
juries; affording us nothing but ſhame, in 
ſeeming to breathe reven=e, but-ro be deftitute 
of power. I know this kinde- of moderati- 
{ on will not he approved by all kinde of 
- men, eſpecially ſuch.as are greedy. after 
vengernce z who think: no injury 1s to be 
paſſed over withour reſentment , not onely 
by reaſon of che: ſweetneſs that 1s. found in 
revenge; butalſo, becauſe rhey ſay by ſuffer- 
ihe ont Injury,” you invite anorhier 5 Wiere-

For ſince we mortals are 
Creatures prone to falls, and ſlips, and are 
carried away ſometimes with affe#ion, and 
at other rimes with paſſion 3 and in confide-: 
farion, every one for fear of offentling , will 
flie from theſe kinde of malignant, raſh, and 
revengeful perſons; and as wilde beaſts, leave. 
them to their own ſolitude. Since, if any 
one offends one of them, he' muſt expe 

all that rage and malice can afford at his 
hands; Laftly, if any one provoke one of 
the malicious Hot-ſpurs , he expeRting a ſe-

were reſentment, and fearing a home revenge, 


will ftrive to be aferehand with him. 

For this Reaſon therefore, for the avoid- 
ing all theſe evils, I think the contrary way 
is robe choſen,and pentleneſs to be preferred 3 
which truly, in the greateſt injuries is not 
hard to be perſonated, when. we confider the 
reaſons and conſequences of a paſſionate reſent- 
ment, and the condition of the perſons from 
whom we receive them. In lighter injuries, 


that we ſee ariſe rather out of paſſiMn, then - 


malice or deſign , we ought to be fo lirtle 
cfended wich them; that irc "may not. he 
perceived we are ſenſible of them. If the 
injury is great and foul, we muſt not ſhow

Bron theſe kindes of injuries are done, 
for the moſt part, by rhoſe that are much 
more powerful then our ſelves, and who have 
ſome way or other, great advantage of us : 
The firſt way to avoid them, is to treat theſe 
kinde of men reſpeFively, and to avoid all 
doms as much as may be.with them : Or 
if they be very croſs and unraly,* to flie their 
converſation alrogerher. This ſaying of Mar-. 
tielis in this caſe very notable. © 
Wou'dſt thou avoid what may diſpleaſe * * 
_ Or ſeek'jt thou for content and eaje *?9 _ 
With no man be thou over free 3 
As joyes, ſo griefs will fewer be, 

The ſecond way will be, as I ſaid more 
then once before, to ſeem unſenſible of the 
wrong; for it is neither ſafe nor prudent-for 
us, to ftrive roo much with one that is too 
powerful for us 3 and the inequality of our 
forces, will be a juſt pretence to excule our, 
diſimulation. 1 know there are ſome that 
ae perſwaded , That if we-can but jrigbt. 


our 
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our adverſaries, they would ſoon ſeek unto us, 
and deſire to bereconciled ; and I donot 
deny, that there are ſome ſlie diſpoſitions that 
will deſcend ro do fo; but believe me, it is 
always a dangerous, unſound, and faint re- 
conciliation ;: And theſe will ſeldom or 
never omit (if an occaſion of injury preſent 


it ſelf) to give way to their diſpoſition; '

It is better to.have ſuch as.theſe,our pro 
. enemies, then out of fegr, our reconciled 
friends; yet 1 mean,thoſe whoare.not greater 
chen our ſelves., nor whole, Fiend/ip Ting 
loſt, can hurt. us notably. 


For if we have. tg do with one that F 
much ſuperior to 5, and whoſe emnities wil 
ſtand in our /jght, it-is better to havea 

rang as 1x; © then open emniry with 
him; though he offer #5 the wrong, yet we 
muſt endeavor by the mediation f Fiends 
* to appeaſe him; as if we had done the injury, 
To difcern whois moſt able and likely to 
prejudice us, -we muſt confider not onely 
their power , bur alfo the nature of their 
malice towards us 3| for ſome have a deſire of 
revenge , like-a handmaid, alwa''s waitigg 


upon their hate; others a fear, leſt that ha- . 
ving got -what-we uſpire unto, weſhould be

'more able to hurt chem. - Though the ſting 
of this revenge is very ſharp, yet the fear I 
mentioned,is the moſt violent and frequent 
cauſe. of our Ceurt 'oppreſſions, and 'far the 
moſt unavoidable. The: firft may be miri- 
gared with the fatisfaftion of a continued 
duty and reſpe& ; but you ſhall hardly ever 
perſwade fear, to put on the confidence of 
Fiendfhip, and good will again 3 yer we muſt 
{eek by all means poſſible to effet it: and 
occaſion will better inſtru& us how to do it, 
then any rule can. 

Azeſilaus deſiring ro become friends with 


thofe thar he had offended, did put them - 


into great offices and imployments, which 
whilit they i adminiftred, bringing euvy (as 
-isvſuzl\) upon them 3 being accuſed, they 
were compelled to haye recourſe pnto the 
Prince 3 who delivering them from the 
_- and i#nfamy, won them by the benefir, 
to-be afterwards fincerely and heartily his 
Fiends. Tris an ordinary thing in Courts to 
ſupplant one ſecretly , to the end, thar'being 
ſupported -by your favor, he may become 
our Creature. It is no leſs frequent as Ex- 
Fnetor craftily praQtiſed in Horace, to lend 
thoſe men money for to feed their /uſts and 
vanities, whom we defire to ruine. So it 

Yoves , that for the moſt part, they who 
Footand us in our pleaſures, our humors, and 


bxpences, and exhorr us to undertake chings 
| | [that 
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that are unreaſotab/e,and above our ſtrength, 
do ſeek our deſtrudtion; 7+ 

- Bur letus now return; unto the ways of 

renewing our friendſhips with our Enemies. As 

mongſt alkwhich, 1t is none of the- worſt 

to help both wich your Counſel and Aſſiſtance, 


the deſires and endeavors of your Enemy, in 


ſuch things as you ſee by ſucceeding will ne+ 
thing hinder, nor prejudice you; to the end,he 
may ſcent to ow you his /ove,for your benefits, 
In this maner Cardinal Aſcanius Sforza ob- 
ſetving, That in vain he oppofed himſelf to 
the practiſes of Julian the Cardinal, who 
labored to advance John, the Nephew of 
Alexander the qi. thar dignity ; did fo 
cagerly move in the buſineſs for John, that 
it.lucceeding, he got the ſtart of 7ulzanin 
his friendſhip. If the ftubbornnels of onr 
Enemy be ſuch, as that all our endeavors for 
a reconciliation are fruitleſs; we muſt at laſt 
look out, if there he any body elſe thar he 
haes or fears more then he doth us, and let 
us fain this man (if the circumſtances will 
bear it) to be a competitor to #5, and him; 
to the end, That his hate towards the 
other prevailing, may induce him either to 
favor, or leſs oppoſe us in our deſigns. 
__ An artifice not much unlike to this, was 
that which Gerla:hus Archhiſhop and E- 
lefor of Mentz uſed, when he intended to 


create Adolphus of | Naſſau, his Kinſman, 


Emperor: 
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Emperor : He knew thar thoſe Princes that 
ſtood for the Empire, (for which a Governor 
was now a chuſing) were divided amongſt 
themſelves 3 which diſcords and fa&ions, he 
tomake uſe of, dealt thus with the EleFors 
ſeverally aparr.. - He tells Wenceſlaus King of 


Bohemia, That the Vates of the EleFors, for 
J the moſt parr, would favor Albert, Duke of 


Auſtria, Wenceſlaus his Enemy : Bur if he 
were certain of Wenceſlaus his concurrence, 
he was ready to hinder it. Having thus 
won Wenceſlaus, he ſets upon the Duke of 
Saxony, and tells him, That his Enemy 
Brunjwick, was like to carry itz and then 
aſſures the Palatine, That Wenceſlaws (at that 
time hated by him) unleſs prevented, was 
like to defeat them af. :$o promiſing to op- 
paſe every mans Enemies, he circumven'ed 
them all; making by that means, his Kinſ- 
man Emperor, who if he had been firſt pro- 
pounded, had without doubt been rejefed by 
the common conſent of all, FEES:
